Tu AT the Committee have met, and ex- 


amined the ſeveral Phyſicians who were 


ſworn for that Purpoſe at your Lordſhips 
Bar; and the Evidence given by them before 
the ſaid Committee was as follows. 


Doctor Francis Willis called in and examined. 


You are deſired to acquaint the Commit- 
tee whether the State of His Majeſty's Health 
is fuch as to render Him incapable of com- 
ing in Perſon to His Parliament, or of at- 
tending to any Kind of Public Buſineſs? 

Certainly not capable. 


V hat 
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What are the Hopes you entertain of His 
Majeſty's Recovery? 

If it was any common perſon, I thould 
ſcarce doubt of his Recovery. I have great 
Hopes of His Majeſty's Recovery, but I am 
afraid it may be retarded by His Recollecti- 
on of His preſent Indiſpoſition. 


Can you form any Judgment or prohahle 
e of the Duration of His Majeſty? 8 
IIlneſs? 


J cannot; either Judgment or Conjecture. 


Is His Majeſty 3 Recovery raore probable 


or not? 
A great deal more probable. 


What Degree of Experience has Doctor 
Willis had himſelf, or does he know others 
to have had, in this particular Species of 
Diſorder ? 

I have had a great Deal for Twenty-cight 
or Twenty- nine Years. 


Have you conſidered this Kind of Diſor- 
der under which the King . labours as liable 
to be claſſed under di fferent Species? 

In my Anſwer to that, I am apprehenſive 
it would deſcribe the Sort of Diſorder more 
than your Lordſhips ſhould chuſe: His Ma- 
jeſty's Indiſpoſition is attended with Symp- 
toms of Violence and Acuteneſs. Another 
Species of this Indiſpofition is attended with 
Lowneſs of Spirits and Deſpair; the latter 
of whi ch is the moſt difficult to be cured. 

Whether 
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Whether the Diſorder is not of a different 
Species when occaſioned by external Cauſes, 
or when it is not to be wack back to ſuch 

Caules ! 

We muſt judge of the Species of a Diſor- 
der by the Symptoms : But when we know 
the Caule is from a Blow, from Exceſſes of 
any Kind, from ſudden Frights, from watch- 
ing, from too great Attention to Buſineſs, or 
any ſudden Mistortune, the Cure will be 
make about, in all Probability, by an At- 
tention to what we judge to be the Cauſe. 


Have you taken ſuch Obſervation of His 
8 8 IInneſs, as to trace it to any of theſe 
Cauſes? 

I have attended His Majeſty ſo ſhort a 
Time that I can only form a Guess or hazard 
an Opinion, from what I am told of His 
Majeſty's Mode of Life, therefore I would 
not have your Lordſhips imagine I preſume 
to give it as a poſitive Opinion: But from a 
Detail of His Majeſty's Mode of Life for 
Twentv-ſeven Lea TS, I ſhould rather think 
that His Majeſty's Indiſpoſition has been 
brought 45955 by uling very ſtrong Exerciſe, 
taking little Suftenance, watching, or Want 
of Sleep, perhaps when His Mind was upon 
the Stretch with very weighty Affairs; and 
I am the more inclined to think I may gueſs 
right, becauſe the Medicines that were to 
meet with ſuch Cauſes, which were ordered 
on Sunday laſt, have had the Effect that I 
could with. 


Have 
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Have any favourable Symptoms of Con 


valeſcence taken Place ſince you attended? 


His Majeſty's Nerves are leſs irritable, 


which muit precede Convaleſcence. 


Do you regard that as a favourable Symp- 


tom ? 
Yes. 


Whether any actual Ceffation of the Diſ- 
order has obtained ſince you attended the 
King ? . 

His Majeſty is much calmer, eats and 


drinks, takes Medicines, and goes to Bed 


quietly. 
Do you conſider that, or any other Symp.

How long have you attended his Majeſty ? 
From Friday Morning laſt, at about Ten 
or Eleven o'Clock. 


How ſoon have Patients under your Care,

If I am called in within Three Monthe, 
from Three Months to Fifteen or Eighteen 
Months : Sometimes they recovered much 
ſooner than Three Months, two Months, Six 


| Weeks, or One Month :—T have had ſome 


Two Years under my Care and recovered 
afterwards. I cannot preſume to form any 


Opinion as to the Time. 
What 
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What do you underſtand by Recovery ? 


To be pace y well and fit for Buſineſs | 


in all Reſpects as he was before. 


Do you make any Distinction betwixt 
compleat and temporary Recovery ? 

As compleat a Recovery as if it was from 
an Ague, Fever, or Cold, with proper Atten- 
tion to his Mode of Life. 


In the Courſe of your Experience has it 
happened that Perſons recovered by you 
have come a Second Time under your Care? 
They have; but I do not think that they 
are more likely to relapſe into ſuch an In- 
diſpoſition, than any one is into a violent 
Fever:

new Diſorder, or a Relapſe ? 
If a long Time intervenes, I conſider it

There are no Symptoms of this Diſorder, 
but the ſingle one of Want of Underſtanding. 
The Words and the Actions of Perſons un- 
der this Diſorder are accidental, and depend 
upon the Difference of the Perſons therh- 
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ſelves. A Man that has a Variety of Ideas, 
will talk and act very differently from one 
who has fewer Ideas, or has led a different 
' Courſe of Life: His Words and Actions will 


be determined by the Peculiarity of the Man, 
and not by the Diſtemper. Under this Ex- 
Planation the Symptoms are more favourable.

The Probability of Cure diminiſhes as the 
Time of the Diſorder lengthen.

Is it your Opinion that His Majeſty's pre- 
ſent Malady has been cauſed by or has any 
relation to His previous Diſorder ? 

It is not my Opinion that His Majeſty's 
preſent Malady has any relation to His pre- 
vious Diſorder. 


Had not His Majeſty a Raſh previous to 
F riday the 24th of October 
On Friday October the 17th, in the Courſe 
of that Day, it was mentioned to me that 
His Majeſty had had a Raſh, and upon that 
Account his Skin was examined, and there 


did appear ſome Marks of there having been 


a Raſh, which had ſpent itſelf. 


Have not you heard that His Majeſty, 
during the Time that Raſh was upon him, 
wet His Feet and fat in wet Stockings? 

I was informed that on Thurſday the I6th 
His Majeſty roſe very early and walked 
more than Four Hours; and afterwards 
went to St. James's without having changed 
His Stockings, which were very wet.

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Did not you underſtand the Raſh had 
been checked by His Majeſty having ſat in 
wet Stockings?

He had had a reſtleſs Night on the Thurſ- 
day; and when I ſaw His Majeſty on Fri- 
. day Morning He was low ſpirited, and com- 

. plained much of the Neceſſity of going to 
the Levee. He complained all along of Pains 
in the Muſcles of His Thighs and Legs, as 
he does alſo at preſent.

I have very good Hopes of His Majeſty” 8 
Recovery. 


Upon what Foundation do you build thoſe 
Hopes? 


I never yet have heard that His Majeſty 
has had any Diſorder whatever, from which 
I could infer that He could not recover; and 
by Recovery, I mean ſo as to be able to at. 
tend His Parliament, and attend any other 
Buſineſs as well as ever He did; but I think 
there are Hopes in my Mind, from ſome Cir- 
cumſtances that I had not taken Notice of 
before. I never heard that His Majeſty was 
melancholy previous to His preſent Indiſpo- 
lition; and I do not recollect an Inſtance of 


any Patient who required a longer Time to 


be perfectly cured than One Year, who had 


not laboured under a pretty long and very 


conſiderable Melancholy previous to his Con- 
finement. 


Can you form any probable Judgment of 
the Duration of His Majeſty's Diſorder? ?

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In what Time have theſe Diſorders genes 
rally been cured ? 
K has been my good Fortune to ſee none 
who have not been cured within a Year; 
ſometimes in Four Months from the Time 
they came under my Care, unleſs they were 
deemed incurable by the beſt Judges before 
they were ſent to my Houle. 


Is it your Opinion, that all Diſorders of 
the Mind, not preceded by Melancholy, have 
been cured within the Year? 

All the Diſorders within my Practice, ex- 
cept as before, have been cured within the 
Year ; and I ſhould think that ſuch Diſor 
ders would be curable within the Year, un- 
leſs they proceeded from ſome immoveable 
Cauſe, ſuch as the Enlargement of the Bone 
preſſing upon the Senſorium, or other ſimi- 
Jar Cauſes.
